But his operations ,of philanthropic, not less 
than of commercial import, raise always. the 
question of’ an é¢conomic system which, by pla- 
cing in the hands of one man the, power of 
charity, denjes others the right to practice it or 
makes them the subjects of its ministrations. 
The old question of creating conditions which 
make charity possible as opposed to conditions 
which make it unnecessary, is bound to be dis- 
cussed, Encouraging pauperism is .an ¢conom- 
ical offense, but “the poor. yé have always” is a 
truism, + 

We have come to JAknow « Mr. Rockefeller pret- 
ty well in the last 10 years. ‘His sins have been 
retold. and his cotifessions have been recorded. 
There is always search for the “joker” in any 
ordinance of his. proposal. But there can be 
no mistake as to his desire to use his _vast 
wealth for human progress. It is -conceivable 
that while extending what may be called char- 
ity, he is paving the way for its ultimate elim- 
ination. , By using the millions he won as the 
result of a bad system for universal. upliftment, 
he may help lay the foundation, at least, of a 
good system which will, prevent the duplication 
of his own commercial achievements and gains. 
At any rate, the fact is, he has the wealth. Riay- 
ing it he may use it as he will, Certainly’ there 
can be no opposition to any use of wealth which 
has for its purpose the betterment of humanity.

INCOME TAX AMENDMENT. ; 

Gov. Hughes of New York recommended to 
the Legislature of that State the rejection of the 
income tax endment on the ground that it 
would give to Congress the power to tax the 
means and instrumentalities of state govern- 
ments. In South Carolina the General Assem- 
bly, without the formality of a@ debate on the 
issue, voted for the amendment almost. unani- 
mously. Illinois has followed the example. South 
Carolina Democracy is supposed to. hold that the 
Constitution is merely a Federal compact aniong 
sovereign states: Gov. Hughes, being a-Republi- 
can, is supposed to hold that the Constitution is 
the supreme law of a Government essentially na- 
tional in scope and power. That is evidently the 
view -that Iifthols Republicans take of-it. Why, 
then, is it that while Democrats and Western Re- 
publicans uphold the Federal Government, the 
Republie@a Governor of New York puts himself 
forth’as a champion of State rights against Fed- 
eral usurpation? 

The sul'ject is the more interesting “‘Decause 
it happens that the very issue now raised was 
under discussion at the time the Constitution 
was being considered by the people. It . was 
urged, then, by those who opposed the Consti- 
tution that the Federal Government. should not 
have power to tax states, nor to levy taxes with- 
in the states. The advocates of the Constitu- 
tion and “the more perfect union” did not evade 
the issue. In the thirty-first number of the Fed- 
eralist, the writer said: “As theory and prac- 
tice conspire to prove that the power of pro- 
curing revenue is unavailing | when exercised 
over the states in their collective capacities, the 
Federal Government must of necessity be in- 
vested with an unqualified power of taxation 
in the ‘ordinary “modes.” 

It is a curious feature of the times that after 
all these years, the self-styled party of Hamil- 
ton has suddenly Lecome alarmed at the powers 
of the National Government, fearful that. there 
is to be a subversion of the states. Perhaps the 
demand of the public that the National Govern- 
ment shall tax wealth instead of poverty, has 
something to do with the new and sudden devo- 
tion to states’ rights.. At any rate, the cham- 
pions of the people are for the amendment; at- 
torneys for corporations are aantpe it. 
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Dr. Carter of the Madison ‘Aeewee Reformed 
Church may be right in saying “New York is the 
}graveyard of ministers,” but it does not show 
any conspicuous monuments ‘to them.

PENALIZING ONE CITY'S BUSINESS. 

Commenting on a statement of. the Post-Dis- 
patch that a spécial tax on a city’s traffic to bear 
the enormous and increasing» cost of adequate 
railroad terminals would be deadly to the city’s 
business and the business of the railroads with 
it, the Republic remarks: 

Who will pay the bill if. the cost of terminals 
is enormously increased? ‘In this penalizing of 
business the penalty will be exacted from some 


one, 
The general traffic of the railroads will pay 


the bill, 'as.it now does for every city except St. 
Louis. The whole point made by the: Post-Dis- 
patch was that Terminal business was railroad 
business and its cost must not be charged to 
local traffic, but must be carried: in tas: railroad 
rates by the general traffic. 

East St. Louig shares the benefits of St. Louis 
bridges and terminals, but.no special charge is 
made in East St. Louis for their cost and main- 
tenance. The traffic of East St. Louis is not 
penalized to support the bridges across the Mis- 
sissippi and its terminals. There has never béen 
an arbitrary on western traffic to or from East 
St, Louis. The entire traffic of all the St. Louis 
railroads shares the benefits of St. Louis bridges 
and terminals and should contribute to their sup- 
port. 

is Chicago traffic penalized by special terminal 
charges to defray the enormous cost of the IIli- 
nois ‘Central’s Chicago terminals? Does New 
York pay an arbitrary to support the New York 
Central’s terminals? Will the Pennsylvania pen- 
alize New York traffic on account of its $80,000,- 
000 terminal improvements in that city? 

In St. Louis alone is there a special tax i 
local traffic to support the cost of railroad bridges 
and terminals: This is the hurden which the 
shippers’ committee must insist that the rail- 
roads lift from St. Louis commerce. 

The proposal for a constitutional amendment 
authorizing a one-third of a mill tax for the sup- 
poft of the State University reduces all the 
clamor for extension of the educational work of 
the institution to concrete form. As Mr. Francis 
pointed out in his speech at the alumni banquet, 
such a tax will. be negligible in its distribution 
among taxpayers, although it will give the uni- 
versity an increased revenue of half a million 
dollars a year. With a concrete proposition the 
one thing left is for the alumni to get the neces- 
sary signatures to have the amendment submit- 
ted to the people. It will require much effort. 
But the result is warrant for enthusiastic work.

THIS IS WHISKY. 

Whisky is neither a fiuid which tears and burns 
@ course through the alimentary tract to the con- 
sternation. of all concerned, nor “neutral spirits 
reduced by water to the proof of whisky and 
artificially colored,” as Mr. Taft decreed. Ken- 
tucky has spoken. In a report to the Governor 
of that blessed State, Prof. M. A. Scovell of the 
University of Kentucky has given a definition. 

Before the completeness and finality of this 
word all others pale and become insignificant. 
Whisky is not a thing to be treated lightly 
even in the defining. Prof. Scovell did not so 
treat it. He proceeded to his task as a labor of 
love—respectfully, eagerly, impressively and au- 
thoritativély. It was not for him to dismiss a 
sacred duty with a trite phrase or give heed 
to the slimy trail that commerce has dragged 
across a potation which is the nectar and am- 
brosia of Kentucky’s gods, He scorned to reduce 
whisky to the impoverished condition where a 
synonym would tell the tale, He lingered lov- 
ingly on the job. He weighed adjectives and 
nouns on chemist’s scales. He painted out use- 
lesa figures and painted in aromas, having re- 
gard for lingual as well as scientific precision, 
and showing an artist’s seal for atmosphere. 

Whisky is about one-quarter as fmportant in 
a literary way as the story of the crucifixion—de- 
manding 133 eloquent and chosen words for its de- 
fining, to 600 for the telling of ‘the Christian 
tragedy. And the result is» good. Henceforth 
and hereafter no Kentuckian can raise his glass'| 
to his lips without a halt to think uwnuttered 
thanks to Prof. Scovell, or’ close his eyes as the 
dew of solace trickles on its salving way with- 
out a heart song of praise to the professional 
artist who, first among men, put into words 
what was before beyond description.

RAILWAYS AND SUBSIDIARY SERVICES, 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

The sleeping car and express companies wate 
a business which the railroads should either do them- 
selves or should get done for them at reasonable 
rates. On the contrary, they are farming out these 


branches of the transportation busihess at rates- 


which enable the sleeping car and express companies 
to declare profits beyond the wildest dreams otf 
avarice. The railroads complain that “they are not 
making enough money, and they certainly are paying 
small dividends compared with these. They are 
raising the ratés of freight and are engineering 
schemes for still greater advances, and allege that 
they must get mofe money in. order to meet fhe wage 
demands of their employes. 

If they would raise their chargés to the sleeping 
car and express and lighting and heating companies, 
so that these concerns should get no more than rea- 
sonably liberal profits, they would have money 
enough to pay good wages without increasing freight 
rates. 

Why do they allow themselves to be bled by the 
sleeping car and expréss companies? Why do they 
permit parasites to suck the profits away from them?” 
There is no answer to this unless it be that the offi- 


.eers of railroad companies are largé stockholders in 


the parasitic corporations, and aré@ sacrificing their 
stockholdéfs for their own profits. If there be any 
other afiswer We should be glad to have the railroad 
efficials sét it forth.

HOW MOTHER EARTH STANDS 
WITH HALLEY’S COMET NOW 


ALLEY’S comet is now 180,- 
000,000 miles away, 

It is traveling toward the 
earth 2,400,000 miles a day. 

It will be visible to the naked 
eye an hour before sunrise April 1. 

The comet cannot. be seen now 
except with the aid of a three or 
six-inch telescope. 

An airship traveling a mile a min- 
ute, 24 hours a day, would reach 
the comet in 380 yeurs. 

The tail of the comet will sweep 
the earth May 18. ‘ 

The comet is visible through pow- 
erful telescopes, between 7 and 7:45 
p. m. 

Its present position is in the west 
in the path of the i ip 
sun. 


Halley’s comet win oe visible to the 
naked eye April 1, according to Prof. 
Joseph Wilczewski, 8S. J., astronomer at 
St. Louis University. It can be seen 
now only with the ald of a three or six 
inch telescope. . 

“The comet is coming toward the 
earth at a tremendous speed,” said Prof. 
Wilezewski to a Post-Dispatth report- 
er. “It is now more than 180,000,000 miles 
away. 

“If we had started from. the earth in 
an automobile, traveling a mile a min- 
ute, 30 years ago We would be just now 
reaching Halley’s comet, provided we 
had made no stops and had no break- 
downs. 

“But Halley’s comet is traveling at 
such great speed that it will cover this 
180,000,000 miles in just 75 days. Its tau 
will then sweep across the earth. The 
comet will be en a straizht line with the 
sun and.earth March 25. About April 1 
it can be seen te some advantage with 
the naked eye and about April 20 it will 
sweep ‘spud close to the sun. 

\ Explains the Diagram. 

“Tt will fly-past Venus May 2, and 
May 18 its taf! will swish the earth. The 
middie section ef the diagram. shows 
the relative position of the earth, sun 
and comet March 2. 

“After that the comet will sweep rap- 
idly around the sun and appear in the 
eastern sky before the rising sun. The 
dark portions of the circles, represent- 
ing the earth, indicate night, the light 
parts day. 

“The varioug hours of the filght are 
marked on the circles. Imagine your- 
self, April 1, stationed in the dark por- 
tion of the circle. The sun will rise 
that morning at 5:43. If you hre sta- 
tioned at the point indicating 3:45 a. m. 
from your viewpoint you can look out 
into space and trace a straight line to 
the comet and be able to see it two 
hours before sunrise. 


“For some days following April 1 the’ 


comet will-appear in the eastern sky a5 
a bright morning star. Any person with 
good eyes can then see the famous ¢e- 
lestial Visitor.” :

WASHINGTON, D. Cc. March &— 
Whipped into‘a form which President 
Taft and his legal advisers believe to 
be constitutional, but with an amend- 
ment rendering it absolutely ineffective 
to accomplish the purpose for which 
it was intended, the Postal Savings 
Bank bill passed the Senate this aft- 
ernoon by & vote of 50 to 2% It thus be- 
came the first feature of the admin- 
istration’s legislative program to re- 
ceive favorable action in either branch 
of Congress.

WASHINGTON, March 56.—President 
Taft has put on his armor and started

Mr. Taft summoed some people to the 
White House today to frame up the 
fight. He called Representative Walter 
Smith of Iowa a stand-patter in Con- 
gress and a member of Speaker Can- 
non’s Committee on Rules, and Repre- 
sentative Kennedy of Iowa, another con- 
servative. With them were former Rep- 
resentative Hepburn and Representative 
McKinley of Ilinois.. Mr. McKinley is 
Chairman of the Republican Congres- 
sional Committee. Hepburn is an old- 
time Congressman, who was defeated 
by the insurgents. : 

They would not discuss their visit 
to Mr. Taft. They were eloquently silent 
when they were told their rhission. 

From all of them, to quote none, it 
was gleaned that Dolliver is to be 
fought by all of them, and the fight is 
to be against the whole Insurgent idea 
with Dolliver as the immediate target. 

Dolliver’s seat is not in immediate 
jeopardy because it will not be vacated 
until 1918. But the Dolliver idea is to be 
oppesed. The opwosition is to be di- 
rected against insurgency with Dolliver 
as the type of insurgent. 

The campaign management does not 
think that all insurgents are bad, but it 
does think that some insurgents are not 
ropresentative. 

Among them is Dolliver. He is not re- 
garded as an insurgent and is not re- 
spected as such by ‘the administration. 
He is held te be an “opportunist” and 
he is going to be shown up.

The protest is signed by a sister, Mrs. 
Laura M. Koellfng, 412% Russell avenue, 
| who sets forth that she and her four 
,brothers—Fred V. Bilesse, Mayor of 
Bagie Pass, Tex.; George F. Biesse, of 
San Antonio, William F. Blesse, Baxar 
County, Tex., and Henry J. Blesse of 
Denver—are in a dispute with Mrs. 
Stoltze as to the proper construction of 
the will. It is the opinion, the protest 
recites, that it would Not be ‘or the 
vg | dest interest of the estate to have Mrs. 

Stoltze to edminister it. e 

Blesse, in his will, bequeathed $5000 
each to Mra. Koelling and her four 
brothers, leaving the balance to Mrs. 
Stoltze, with whom he lived at the time 
of his death. His reason for so doing 
is set forth tn the will as follows: 

“I am old and feeble. She (Mrs. 
Stoltze) is the only one of the children 
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health, day and night. I hope none of 
the, children will-ever object to this be- 
quest.”’ 

' Kistate in Bank Stock. 

The estate consists of bank stock, 
stock in the American Car and Foundry 
Co. and promissory notes. Blesse owned 
$16,000 worth of stock in the First Na- 
tional Bank of Eagle Pass, of which his 
son, F. ‘V. Biesse, is president,: Half 
of this stock, according’to the terms of 
the will, is. to go to Mrs. Stoltze, but 
she told a Post-Dispatch .reporter yes- 
terday that before her father’s death 
be transferred the entire stock to her. 

The will was made last May. Henry 
Blesse of Denver was named as execu- 
tor, but being a nonresident, cannot 
act under the law. Mrs. BSteltze peti- 
tioned Probate Judge Holtcamp to al- 
low her to administer in place of her 
brother. Before action could be taken 
the protest was filed. 

“T had the care of my father for 10 
years,” Mrs. Stoltze told the 
Dispatch. “I believe it is a daughter's 
duty to look after a parent, and I 
have made many sacrifices on father’s 
account, denying myself pleasure and 
trips so that I could be with him. 
Hospi He always told me he would remem- 
| ber my kindness to him. My sister,

St. Louis Gas, Heat, Light 
and Power Concern Con- 
demns Its Requirements 

as Impossible. 


HAWES IS. INDIGNANT 


Meets Schutz in City Hall 
and Demands Searchlight 
on Measure, Alleging 
Secrecy. 


Chairmen Schutz and Hildenbrandt 
of the Public Improvement Commit- 
tees of the Council and HouSe of Dele- 
gates were notified yesterday by S. L. 
Swarts, attorney for the St. Louis 
Gas, Heat, Light and Power Co., that 
he would not accept the model natura] 
gas franchise. 

The only other prospective bidder 
for the franchise is the Rodgers syn- 
dicate... George V. Reynolds, its at- 
torney, would not say whether this 
company would accept the franchise. 

“Representing the St. Louis Gas, 
Heat. Light and Power Co. I told to 
Councilman Schutz and Delegate Hil- 
denbrandt that I would not accept the 
franchise as drawn,” said Swarts to 
& Post-Dispatch reporter. “Our posi- 
tion is that. one could not finance a 
pipe line line of five miles under the 
conditions fixed by the ordinance.” 

Attorney Swarts declined to @iscuss 
in detail the provisions of the ordi- 
nance, saying that Councilman Schutz 
had requested him not to make the 
franchise public until it has been for- 
mally laid before the Council. 

The attorney was told of the state- 
ment of Councilman Schutz that it was 
a matter of little concern which syndi- 
cate ‘got the franchise as in his opinion 
both had the same backers. Swarts 
said he called Schutz’s attention to the 
statement, and Schutz denied making 
it. 4 

Some of the Conditions. 

The model franchise, according to 
Councilman Schutz, provides that not 
more than 40 cents shall be charged for 
natural gas, that the company accept- 
ing the franchise must deposit $50,000 
as a guarantee that in six months it 
will make a satisfactory showing of gas 
and produce contracts for laying the 
pipe lines and constructing the pumping 
stations, give a bond of $250,000 for 
faithful compliance with the terms of 
the ordinance, and an oe ene bond 
for $60,000 

It is understood that the ordinance 
attempts to give the’ Board of Public 
ImprovementS control over the pipe 
line, which will be wholly outside of the 
city. 

For violation of any of the numerous 
provisions of the‘ ordinance the fran- 
chise is to be revoked and the property 
in the city confiscated. The city is cut 
up into three districts, one in North 
St. Louis, one in South Bt. Louis and 
one in the central section of the city, 
in which the company must begin si- 
multaneous construction of distributing 
mains, but nothing is said about the 
connecting links. These provisions are 
said to be regarded as ridiculous by 


some of the promoters. 
Three reasons are given by Harry B. 


Hawes, representing the Busch-Everett- 
Walker Syndicate, for his public inter- 
view with Councilman Schutz at: the 
City Hall yesterday. It was in the 
course of this colloquy, conducted in the 
presence -of newspaper men summoned 
by Hawes, that he and Councilman 
Schutz came close to an exchange of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s favorite ‘‘shorter uglier 
word.” 
Hawes Demands a Copy. 

Mr. Hawes declared that he had asked 
Mr. Schutz to accord the Busch-Ever- 
ett-Walker company a public hearing 
and had been granted only an executive 
conference; that there were but three 
copies of the natural gas bill, two of 
which were in the hands of George V.. 
Reynolds and 8. L. Swarts, respective- 
ly, while Mr. Schutz held the other, 
ang that while permitting the impres- 
sion that the bill was entirely new, Mr. 
Schutz had in peality merely amended 
one of the two franchises now pending 


in the Council. 
“I am here to get a copy of that se- 


called model gas bill which yau have 
given 8S. L. Swarts and George V. Rey- 
nolds,” Mr. Hawes began, when al! 
the reporters had gathered about them. 

When Mr. Schutz made no offer to 
give Mr. Hawes a copy ef the bill, Mr. 
Hawes asked whether he refused. Mr. 
Schutz said he would let Mr. Hawes 
have a copy when Councilmen were 
supplied. 

Mr. Hawes said he was infermed 
that Mr. Schutz intended putting the 
bill on its passage Tuesday. This, he 
said, would be a very unusual preceed- 
ing. No member of the Council or 
House, including Chairman Hilden- 
brandt, haa seen the measure, Mr. 
Hawes declared. 

Instead of a public hearing, such as 
had been led to expect, only a private 
meeting with Mr. Schutz and Mr. Hil- 
denbrandt had been given, Mr. Hawes 
complained. 

Mr. Schutz reminded Hawes that the 
Busch-Everett-Walker syndicate comr- 
tends it requires no franchise. That 
Was true, Mr. Hawes said, but if the 
model bill turns out to be only a pro- 
moter’s permit, there ought to be a 
chance, at a public hearing, to cohsider 
it and object to its provisions, if neces- 
sary. 

Before Mr. Hawes had finished his 
statement, apparently, Mr. Schutz turned

Local Aeronauts Will Seek to 
Qualify as Pilot of Amer- 
ican Entry. 
LAMBERT OPTIMISTIC 
Club’s President Believes at 


Least Two Members 
Will Form Team. 





The six licensed pilots ef the Aero 
Club of St. Louis will enter the elimi- 
nation balloon race at Indianapolis Sept. 
17 to decide the team of three pilots who 
will represent America in the interna- 
tional balloon race in St. Louis Oct. 18. 

President Lambert of the Aero Club 
returned from New York last night with 
the official confirmation of the report 
that Indianapolis would have the elimi- 
vation race and St. Louis the interna- 
tional. Lambert was enthusiastic and 
prophesied that at least two and per- 
haps all three of the American teams 
will be St. Louisans. 

The six pllots St. Louls relies on are. 
Albert Bond Lambert, H. E. Honeywell, 
John Berry, Sylvester (Tony) von Phu, 
James Bemis and Harlow Spencer. 
Mem.bers of the Aero Club entertained 
some doubt about Lambert’s going into 
the race because of his duties of host 
as president of tye Aero Club, but Lam- 
bert said last night with emphasis that 
he would “enter and enter to win.” 

15 Eamtries in Race. 

The international balloon rdce will 
perhaps be the greatest race of the kind 
ever held. The ’Aero Club of America 
has received 15 entries from foreign 
nations and more are expected. 

As evidence of the interest taken 
abroad, members of the Aere Club 
pointed dut yesterday the fact that the 
title of Edgar Mix, the American, as 
winner of the 1909 race, held at Zurich, 
Switzerland, was not officially granted 
him until after many months of con- 
troversy. 

From the list of entries received so 
far, Germany will have three pilots in 
the race, France three, Italy two, Swit- 
zerland two, Denmark one and’“England 
one, The officials of the Aero Club of 
America say they believe that all the 
foreign téams will shortly be enlarged 
to three pilots. 

At present there are only feur balloons 
in St. Louis of. the required §80,000-foot 
capacity—the St. Louis III, the Cen- 
tennial, the University City and a bal- 
loon as yet unnamed, which has just 
been finished for a St. Loulsan who has 
not revealed his identity. Presiden< 
Lambert of the Aero Club says that 
two more balloons will be built within 
the next two months, se that every 
S+. Louis pilot will be in the elimination 
race. 

Paulhan to Come, 

In order to accommodate all the en- 
tries in the international balloon race 
without crowding, the grounds of the 
Aero Club at Newstead and Chouteau 
avenues will be enlarged. The Aero 
Club, before the Centennial races last 
October, leased the vacant lot adjoin- 
ing its grounds on the north. In this 
tract mains will be laid and connected 
with the gas reservoirs abutting the 
grounds on the east. - ‘ 

“The Indianapolis men did their best,”’ 
said Lambert last night, “‘to get the 
meet. While in New York I talked with 
the representatives of the Wrights and 
he said the inventors would permit the 
exhibiting of foreign aeroplanes infring- 
ing their patents en the payment of a 
royalty. Paulhan’s manager, Cleary, 
told me that Paulhan would be ready to 
come to St. Louis almost any time we 
want him here, which I take to mean 
that Paulhan will pay the Wrights a 
royalty. 

“Owing to the weather I do not think 
the Aero Club will wish to take the risk 
of bringing Paulhan here in®April, as 
first intended. He might come here and 
then be deluged with wind and rain. 
But we will undoubtedly have him 
sometime during the summer. 

“Moreover we are going out after one 
of the Wrights. They intend to exhibit 
their machines this spring and summer 
and the Aero Club will do its best te 
bring them here.”’ 

News dispatches from Dayton, O., last 
night say that Roy Knabenshue has 
Signed a contract with the Wrights to 
exhibit their flyers. St. Loulsang may 
have a chance to see the dirigtble bal- 
loon driver in an aeroplane.

“Books.”

Though the bulk of plays has been 
along published lines, as Has been ex- 
pected, on account of the briliancy dis- 
played by Banks there has been no 
small degree of original play. 

Whoever wins the match, the general 
consensus of opinion will be that Hen- 
derson should have proven the winner. 

However, i’ would appear that Banks 
is able'to play him to a standstill when 
the play is not out of the books. 

The first of today’s games was a win 
for Henderson on the 12-16, 22-18 Dundee, 
which developed in a second double- 
corner position that Buchanan had won 
from Brown in a Scottish tourney and 
with which Banks was apparently un- 
famftliar.

456 Fewer Than in 1908— 
Liabilities Also Less. 


MIDDLE WEST BOOMS 


Recovery From Panic Much 
Slower in East and South, 
Bradstreets’ Shows.

That 1910 will be a record business 
year is the optimistic prediction of St. 
Louis financial and commercial authori- 
ties. 

The promise of bountiful crops is cited 
as the chief basis for a substantial ex- 
pansion in all lines of trade, 

This feeling is emphasized by the re- 
ports of commercial agencies, which 
show a complete recovery from the 1907 
financial flurry, and its resulting com- 
mercial depression. 

Statistics gathered by the Bradstreet 
company show that there were fewer 
failures and smaller liabilities in 1909 
than in 1908. 

“The final figures revised for that 
year,” says Bradstreet’s, show only 
11,845 failures, with total Habilities of 
$140,687,881 and assets of $69,262,373. There 
is here indicated a decrease of 15.6 per 
cent in number from 1908, But an in- 
crease of 15.3 per cent, over 1907 of 2% 
per cent, over 1906, the best year as re- 
gards failures for a generation past, an 
increase of 13.7 per cent over the de- 
pressed year 1904. 

Decrease in Liabilities. 

“As to llabilities, it might be noted 
that there was a decrease of 62 per cent 
from 1908 and of 63 per cent from the 
financial panic year, 1907, but an in- 
crease of 10 per cent as compared with 
1906. Contrasted with the depressed 
year, 1904, a decrease is shown of 2 per 
cent. 

‘Tt should be noted that every section 
of country or group of states showed 
fewer failures and smaller liabilities in 
1909 than in 1908. The heaviest reduc- 
tions were in the Middle and North- 
western States—20 per cent in each case 
—while the Far West showed @ decrease 
of 18 per cent. The reduction at the 
South was 138 per cent; in the Central 
West 11 per cent, and in New England 
4 per cent. 

“These figures would seem to indicate 
a prolongation of the strain in the case 
of New England States and the same is 
true as to liabilities, which showed a 
falling off of only 16 per cent in New 
.England, as against decreases of 64 
per cent in the Middle States, 59 per 
cent in the Northwest, 42 per cent in the 
territories, 45 per cent in the Far West 
and Central West, and 36 per cent in 
the South. ' 


Business Ventures Numerous. 
“The statistics of the number of new 


concerns,”’ continues -he recent Brad- 
street report, ‘entering into business 
life and the proportion of those fail- 
ing, point alike to an optimistic feel- 
ing existing throughout the year and 
to a sharp reduction in the annual 
business death rate. Thus, the number 
in business fn 1909 was 1,543,444, an in- 
crease of 65,631 or 37 per cent. This is 
the largest number of new enterprises 
shown to have been started in one year 
since these returns were first formulat- 
ed and the percentage of gains has not 
been equaled in recent years. 

“hese returns taken in conjunction 
with the lessencd number of failures 
show that the business death rate for 
the year was only seventy-six hun- 
dreths of 1 per cent as against ninety- 
four hundredths of 1’ per cent in 1908,

She says they 
are working for the reward of $1,000 
offered by the Governor and she does 
not think they have anything tangible. 
She still believes Herman Frey, who 
disappeared shortly after Nellie was 
murdered two years ag0, could throw 
light on the case.

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OHIO RIVER FLOOD PASSES | 
“DANGER LINE AT CINCINNATI 


Consk of Flood oday May 
Drive Trains Out of Union 


Station. 


CINCINNATI, March 56.—With twe 
feet more of flood water coming, the 
Ohio River at this city passed the flood 
stage today noon. Tomorrow morning 
the gauge will show nearly 52 feet, ac- 
cording to Weather Bureau officials, 
who say the crest of the flood, which 
may go,a fraction above 63, at which 
stage the central Union Depot must be 
abandoned, is expected to hit Cincinnati 
Monday morning, : 

Tenants of business blocks in the bot- 
toms sections of this city affected by a 
50-foot stage were making preparations 
against the flood Friday, though many 
of them remained passive until . this 
morning, when it was seen there was 
no question of the river remaining be- 
low the danger mark. 

Though railroad officials are depend- 
ing on Government reports that there 
will not be enough water to hinder traf- 
fic greatly, they are reinforcing em- 
bankments afong the river front. with 
stone to prevent washouts of tracks, 
and are stationing men at dangerous 
points.

‘FOR HEAD OF MERCANTILE COMPANY 


ARCHITECT READY 
WITH PLANS FOR 
SHOENBERG HOUSE 


Elaborate Residence to Have 
Eighteen Rooms. and 
Six Baths. 


Plans for the elaborate new residence 
of Sydney M. Shoenberg, vice-president 
of the Shoenberg Mercantile Co., have 
been completed by the architect, Will 
Levy.

If each member can rent or buy five acres, 
all four situated so that dwelling and out- 
buildings can be built partly on each of the 
five-acre plots, none of the members need 
Ifve alone; yet each can have her own piece 
of land and grow what she wants to. With 
alternate weeks spent at housekeeping and 
cooking each can have a chance to cook 
things her way, and still not be at it so long 
that she’d rather do anything than keep 
house. ~~ 
If there are too many heads in the co- 
operative plan it is sometimes difficult to 
make it work out well as each wants things 
her own way. 
Eliminate all unnecessary housework by 
having no corners and edges to catch dust— 
such as carved furniture, paneled doors and 


bric-a-brac.

She will move to the farm as soon as a house 
can be built, and will go to that vicinity earlier 


“in order to superintend the construction of the 


dwelling, staying in the meantime at Irondale 
or with some of her’ neighbors-to-be closer to 
the farm. 

Since her work at the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
dens included courses in surveying, landscaping 
and drainage Miss Toeppen is prepared to lay 
out her farm just as she wants it.

There is one actress playing “in the silent 
drama, who is seen acting every night in 
every week simultaneously in the theaters im 
nearly every town in every state in the Union 
whose face is known to 10,000 people to 
the one who knows Maud Adams. Her name 


is Florence Lawrence, and she is a member 


of the stock company of a New York firm 
of moving picture film manufacturers. 


FEW days ago the news- 
papers printed a report that 
she had been killed by a car 
in New York, and for the first 
time her picture was shown 
in the public prints. She was 
at once recognized as a favor- 
ite*of the “canned drama” 
and deep regret was ex- 
pressed everywhere that she 
would be seen no more on the 
screen of the picture show. But the report 
proved to be a canard, the third that had been 
sent out by a rival of the filmmaker who is so 
fortunate as to control her services as an actress. 

The incident was an awakener to the moving- 
picture theater managers of how well-known and 
how popular their actors become to the people 
who sit in the dark night after night and watch 

“the mechanical pantomime dancing on the screen 
for their entertainment. 

» For a long time after the moving-picture drama 
became popular in this country as a feature fol- 
lowing the various acts in vaudeville theaters 
the films shown were foreign, the stories told 
in the comedies and tragedies thrown upon the 
screens were foreign in flavor, and the actors 
were French or Italian. The only American films 
projected were street scenes such as fire appara- 
tus on the way to a fire, military maneuvers, bits 
of life at the sea beach or other public places, 
or stretches of scenery taken from the front of 
a moving locomotive. 

There was a strong demand for American 
stories. told by American authors and acted by 
American actors. But the machines at that time 
for taking moving pictures and those for project- 
ing the pictures on the screen were made in 
Europe, and we had to take what was sent to us. 
Then Thomas A, Edison got busy and invented the 
machines that revolutionized the moving-picture 
ousiness, and film-makers began to develop the 
American canned drama. 
’. Now a difficulty arose. It was hard to find

there sprang up a lot of actors to play in them. 
In Europe the greatest players on the stage were 
not above lending their 
drama, but it was impossible to get our theatrical 
stars to stoop to it—short excursions into vaude- 
ville being as far as they would consent to go. 

The makers of films were content for awhile 
to work with flimsy little stories pieced together 
by the stage managers on the spur of the moment, 
but the people soon showed their desire for bet- 
ter stuff, which was made evident by the falling- 
off in attendance after the first novelty of the 
picture shows had passed. 

Then they took example from the film-makers 
of France’ and Italy and offered substantial re- 
wards to dramatic authors for scenarios for their 
film plays, and while none of their names appear 
as the authors of the various plays seen from 
week to week on the screens, anymore than do 
the names of the principal actors in the plays 
themselves, such men as Richard Harding Davis, 
Rex Beach, Elbert Hubbard, the Rev. Madison 
C, Peters and other more or less well-known 
people have supplied plays for the film-makers, 

Some of the best of the silent dramas have 
come from the pens of men who are in ne sense 
professional dramatists. One film manufacturer 
with a large weekly output of canned dramas got 
his supply of plots from newspaper reporters, 
whose memories he searched for real comedies 
and tragedies, paying well for carefully worked- 
out scenarios. 

The education of the actor in pantomime has 
progressed until the day of the star actor and 
actress of the moving-picture hag arrived. There 
is not a reputable manufacturer of moving-pic- 
ture films in the country but has.a regularly or- 
ganized and well-balanced stock company with 
its quota of stars who are better known to thé 
thousands of patrons of the silent drama than 
any of the much-heralded star performers of the 
regular theaters. 

Manufacturers are just beginning to wake to 
the demand for information by the public of their 
actors, and are ising the value of the 
personalities of their players. They are begin- 
hing to print their portraits and names and dis- 
play them in front of the moving-picture thea- 
ters, and it is predicted that the time will come 


when these actors will command the services of 


press agents as does any other stellar attraction.

One of the leading actresses in the silent drama 
is Pilar-Morin, who came to this country from 
France as a panfomimist, and found her greatest 
opportunity in the rise of the moving-picture 
drama. She is one of the best-paid stars in the 
new business, and her face, if not her name, is 
known to thousands of admirers who see her act 
on the screen.
